REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Voters of Underhill Town School District: 


In accordance with the Laws of Vermont, I herewith submit my an- 
nual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


As in the past few years, one two-room school and three one-room 
schools have been maintained for thirty-five weeks the minimum required 
by law. Schools with enrollments for 1951-1952 are:

Attendance has been quite uniform through the year. There have been 
a few cases in which it was not as regular as it should have been. It is very 
important that average daily attendance be kept as high as possible in or- 
der that the town may receive as much State aid as it should. According 
to an amendment to the State Aid Law passed by the last Legislature, ab- 
sences due to pupils in quarantine may be counted in determining the 
A.D.A. for the year. For this reason parents should report all cases of con- 
tagious diseases to the local health officer, who is required to submit a 
record of such cases at the end of the school year. A copy of this report 
must be sent to the State Department of Education with the Annual Sta- 
tistical Report which is sent in at the end of the year. Failure to notify the 
health officer means a loss of state aid to the town. 


Transportation still continues to be one of the more expensive items 
in the cost of operation of schools. During the year which ended June 30, 
1951, a total of $4,076.98 was spent for transporting fifty-seven pupils or an 
average annual cost of $71.52 per pupil. The average for the state for the 
same period was $54.65. 


To complete the teaching staff for the year 1951 - 1952, two new teach- 
ers were necessary to fill vacancies caused by the resignations of Patricia 
King and Jeannette Perrault. Mrs. Juanita Thomas of Jeffersonville ac- 
cepted the position to teach grades one through four in Underhill Center, 
and Mrs. Ethel Harvey of Hyde Park filled the vacancy in the Creek 
School. 


Courses of study recommended for elementary schools have been fol- 
lowed with such changes as were necessary to meet the needs of local con- 
ditions. Several new spellers have been purchased and more will be placed 
in the schools as soon as school revenue will permit. New English texts 
have also been adopted to replace those which had been in use for several 
years. A uniform Basal Reading program for the lower and intermediate 
grades has been provided for all the schools. Since Reading is the most 
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important subject in any school system, it is essential that all schools in 
a town have the same method. 


A hot lunch project is being carried on again this year in the Center 
School under the sponsorship of the Underhill P.T.A. Due to the fact that 
help is not available, no meals are being served in the one room schools. 


Conditions in the one room schools in town are fairly good. Some 
necessary repairs have been made and considerable playground equipment 
has been added to that which was already in use. 


In February of 1951, a very disastrous fire which ruined the interior of 
the Center School left the school board with the problem of securing an- 
other building to be used for the remainder of the year. In order not to 
lose too much time, quick action was demanded. Through the cooperation 
of other town officials and several public spirited citizens, the building 
which had been used as a town hall was quickly remodelled and in two 
weeks time, school sessions were resumed in this building. 


Since the time of the fire, your local school board has been studying 
the problem of providing a new school building which will accommodate all 
elementary pupils in Underhill. Several meetings have been held and con- 
siderable progress has been made. Slow progress has been made due to 
the fact that there is a possibility that in the not too distant future, some 
State and Federal aid may be available. To decide to build at once when 
perhaps another year some outside aid will be forthcoming would be quite 
unwise unless the voters of Underhill feel they do not need such assist- 
ance. To build a new building will involve the expenditure of a large 
sum of money. For this reason, it seems necessary to move slowly and 
cautiously with much study and investigation. One problem which re- 
quires much consideration is that of transportation. Much credit is due 
the members of the school board and committee who are working on this 
very important problem. 


With the townspeople faced with the necessity of providing a new 
school] building, one hesitates to make all the recommendations which 
should be made. For the present at least, I would suggest that necessary 
repairs only be made in the one room schools until such time as the matter 
of securing an adequate building is assured. Such new eauipment as may 
be necessary should be provided as this may be used in a new building. 


I sincerely hope that some definite action can be taken soon toward 
providing either a new building or remodelling the old one as the present 
quarters are suitable only for temporary use. 


Since this is my final report, I wish to express to all who have served 
on the school board and to the people of Underhill my most sincere appre- 
ciation of the support and cooperation which have been given me during 
the time that I have served as Superintendent of Schools. The many kind- 
nesses which have been shown me in my work will always be remembered 
in the future.

REPORT OF TOWN UNION HIGH SCHOOL 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Union High School Study Committee of Colchester, Essex, Jeri- 
cho, Richmond, Williston, Underhill and Underhill Incorporated District, 
have had tough sledding this year, though none of the obstacles indicate 
the necessity for discouragement or discontinuance of the work. 


The 1951 Vermont Legislature drew up a Union High School bill which 
aimed to help such movements as ours. Unfortunately this bill prescribed 
in general for bonding and expense purposes that the towns pay on a grand 
list basis. Since the grand list among the towns vary to such an extent 
we have had to decide against this legislation for our purposes as it would 
mean, in many cases, that towns with small student population and large 
grand lists would have to pay more than towns with moderate grand lists 
and large student populations. 


Though the act made it possible to rectify this situation through re- 
forming the listing practices, your committee as a whole decided against 
asking the voters to undertake a Union High School District under the 
new act. We were elected to try and solve the Secondary School problem 
not to reform methods of tax appraisal. 


However, it should be pointed out that the marketability of bonds for 
a Union High School would be doubtful without some enabling legislation. 
Therefore, at the time this report is being written your committee, with 
legal assistance, is seeking to draw up enabling legislation to put before 
the next legislature which would be submitted to each town in advance. 
This legislation would be in the form of a contract specifying the bonding 
obligations of each party and permitting the bonding for a building that 
might not be located within the town limits. 


The committee as a whole is also seeking gratuitously offered architec- 
tural services to check its building and cost estimates and continuing its 
work on transportation problems and educational plans. 


The general education in high school for children has not improved in 
the last year. One more high school has been discontinued. The question 
seems to be whether or not we can bring some real substantial construc- 
tive secondary education to our area before municipal schools around us 
become too overloaded, or before the state steps in and tells us how it 
must be done. 


We therefore feel it desirable for each town to continue its Union 
High School Study Committees to the end that we may jointly solve a 
problem which we cannot afford to solve individually.

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REPORT FROM OLD AGE ASSISTANCE DEPT. 
MONTPELIER, VERMONT 


This is our sixteenth annual report to the citizens of the Town of Un- 
derhill, on State payments in your municipality of various types of assist- 
ance and welfare during 1951. 

The total number of recipients in the State has declined, but expendi- 
tures are larger by reason of increases in the legal monthly maximums au- 
thorized by the 1951 Legislature. Funds for the support of these programs 
were derived from the Federal Government 57.5%, State Government 
37.6% and Town or City 4.9%. Total administrative expenses for the four 
types of Public Assistance were 4.2% and for all programs and Services 
6.5%, giving Vermont top ranking in the nation for low cost. In Vermont 
one in six persons over sixty-five receive Old Age Assistance and one in 
fifty children under the age of eighteen receive Aid to Dependent Children. 

None of the assistance programs are pensions. They are paid on the 
basis of need and in accordance with policies and procedures established 
under law. Children and parents, in proportion to their ability, have legal 
as well as moral obligations under the Statutes.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Until July 1, 1951, the Public Health Nurses of the Vermont Depart- 
ment of Health provided services in about 88 Vermont towns, each of 
which yearly contributed a sum toward the program’s support. This was 
the only Health Department program not state wide; more than 135 towns 
had no generalized state nursing service. 


Beginning July 1, 1951, the area of each nurse was extended to include 
all towns. Town contributions are no longer required; state and federal 
tax funds are equitably distributed; services are generalized and include 
duties formerly undertaken by specialized tuberculosis nurses; increasing 
emphasis is placed on prevention of.disease and finding situations needing 
correction; great stress is placed on citizen participation through local 
health councils and others in all phases of community health. 


Your Health Department does not have money available to correct the 
physical needs of those in your town who cannot afford treatment. The 
Department urges your serious consideration of a town appropriation for 
this purpose, suitable to your local needs, to be expended under the aus- 
pices of your local health authorities or council.

WARNING FOR ANNUAL TOWN and TOWN SCHOOL 
MEETING — 1952 — UNDERHILL, VERMONT 


The legal voters in town meeting in the town of Underhill, in the 
County of Chittenden and State of Vermont, are hereby notified and 
warned to meet at the Town Hall in said Town of Underhill, on Tuesday, 
March 4, 1952 at 10:00 o’clock E.S.T., in the forenoon, to transact the 
following business and act upon the following articles: 


1. To elect a Moderator. 


2. (1) Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be 
granted in this town? (2) Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town? 


3. (1) To act upon the reports of the officers. (2) To see if the Town 
will vote to pay its officers a salary or wages and how much. 


4. To see if the town will authorize and empower the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two Road Commissioners as is provided in Section 3514 
of the Public Laws and the amendments thereto. 


5. To elect the following town officers: 

A Town Clerk; 

A Town Treasurer; 

One Selectman for a term of three years; (ballot) 

One or two Road Commissioners; (ballot) (unless town voted 
for Selectmen to appoint under Article 4); 

One Overseer of the Poor, unless the town votes to have the 
Selectmen act as Overseer; 

One Lister for a term of three years; (ballot) 

One Auditor for a term of three years; (ballot) 

One Auditor for a term of two years; (ballot) 

One Auditor for a term of one year; (ballot) 

A First Constable; and if needed a Second Constable; 

A Collector of Taxes, if the town so orders; 

One or more Grand Jurors; 

A Town Agent to prosecute and defend suits in which the town 
or town school district is interested; 

A Trustee of Public Funds for a term of three years; 

A Library Trustee for a term of five years; 

And all other town officers required by law. 


6. To see if the town will vote to pay 10% of the Grand List to the 
Underhill-Jericho Fire Department provided that Jericho votes an equal 
percent or more on their Grand List. 


7. To see if, the town will vote to spprapelee $50.00 for Memorial 
Day Services. ” 


8. (1) To see if the town will vote to pay what amount to the Un- 
derhill Town Library; (2) To see if the town will vote to pay what 
amount to the Water’s Memorial Library. 


9. To see if the town will appropriate money for the maintenance of 
electric street lights in Underhill Center and in that part of Underhill 
Village, so-called, which lies in the town of Underhill. 


10. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to spend from 
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
